The Office of Institution 


(The Institutor, attended by the new Incumbent, and by the other Clergy 
present, shall enter the Chancel. Then all the Clergy present standing in the 
Chancel, except the Bishop, who shall go within the Sanctuary; the Trustees 
of the Church standing on the right and left of the Altar, without the 
Sanctuary; the Vice President of the Board of Trustees holding the keys of 
the Church in his hand, in open view, the Bishop shall say, 

DEARLY beloved in the Lord, we have assembled for the purpose 
of instituting the Reverend DONALD LoTHROP GARFIELD into this 
Church, as Priest and Rector of the same; and we are possessed of 
your Vote that he has been so elected; as also of the prescribed Letter 
of Institution. But if any of you can show just cause why he may not 
be instituted, we proceed no further, because we would not that 
an unworthy person should minister among you. 


Then shall the Dean of New York read the Letter of Institution. 
QAnd then shall the Vice President of the Board of Trustees present the keys 


of the Church to the new Incumbent, saying, 

IN the name and behalf of the Church of Saint Mary the Virgin I 
do receive and acknowledge you, the Reverend DoNaLp LoTHROP 
GARFIELD, as Priest and Rector of the same; and in token thereof, 
give into your hands the keys of this Church. 


(Then shall the new Incumbent say, 


I, DONALD LoTHROP GARFIELD, receive these keys of the House of 
God at your hands, as the pledges of my Institution, and of your 
parochial recognition, and promise to be a faithful shepherd over 
you; In the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 


QHere the Institutor shall begin the Office. 


Bishop. The Lord be with you. 
Answer. And with thy spirit. 


Let us pray. 


DIRECT us, O Lord, in all our doings, with thy most gracious favour, 
and further us with thy continual help; that in all our works begun, 
continued, and ended in thee, we may glorify thy holy Name, and 
finally, by thy mercy, obtain everlasting life; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord, who hath taught us to pray unto thee, O Almighty Father, 
in his prevailing Name and words, 


OUR Father, who art in heaven, Hallowed be thy Name. Thy kingdom 
come, Thy will be done, On earth as it is in heaven. Give us this day 
our daily bread. And forgive us our trespasses, As we forgive those 
who trespass against us. And lead us not into temptation, But deliver 
us from evil. For thine is the kingdom, and the power, and the glory, 
for ever and ever. Amen. 


(Then shall the Institutor receive the Incumbent within the Sanctuary, and 
present him the Bible, Book of Common Prayer, and Books of Canons of the 
General and Diocesan Convention, saying as follows. 


RECEIVE these Books; and let them be the rule of thy conduct in 
dispensing the divine Word, in leading the Devotions of the People, 
and in exercising the Discipline of the Church; and be thou in all 
things a pattern to the flock committed to thy care.
